subscriber number associated with the service, and (3) that the intelligent network determines 
the charge associated with the call made to the subscriber number, as argued in Response After 
Final Rejection, page 10. 

Claims 2-8 depend on claim 1. Therefore, They are allowed. 

Claims 10-18 depend on claim 9. Therefore, They are allowed.
